BeroreE sailing for Paris on May 13, President W. 
E. Corey of the United States Steel Corporation ex- 
pressed gratification at improved conditions. He 
said: “Since the early part of March there has been 
a gradual and well-sustained improvement in the gen- 
eral steel industry, particularly noticeable in the com- 
panies of the United States Steel Corporation. We 
are now working at a 70 per cent basis of normal 
capacity. This is the highest since October, 1907. 
Improvement is due to natural and healthy demand 
for our products. With an average crop and early 
tariff adjustment we should expect an early return of 
prosperity. As for prices there has been upward and 
gradual improvement.” 








J. H. Finney of Washington, D. C., secretary and 
treasurer of the Appalachian Forestry Association, re- 
cently spoke before the Traffic Club in Chicago on 
“Some Aspects of the Forest Question.” “Our for- 
ests are being devastated three times as fast as the 
trees can grow,” he said, “and if we do nothing in the 
present generation, within fifteen or twenty years 
‘here willwot be a stick of merchantable timber left.”

PROMINENT business men of Cincinnati, Ohio, are 
interesting themselves in a national movement to 
change business hours during the summer months, 
after the custom in England, which makes the day 
begin two hours earlier in the summer than it does 
during the other months of the year. The plan pro- 
vides that each year on May 1 the standard time of the 
United States be advanced two hours and continue 
thus until October 1. In this way it is intended that 
persons who start to work at 7 o'clock in the morning 
during the other months shall begin their days at 5 
o'clock in the summer months and end work two hours 
earlier. 








Vice-Consut-General E. G. Babbitt, of Yokohama, 
writes that he occasionally has requests from Amer- 
ican manufacturers or exporters for suggestions as 
to the best methods of advertising their wares in 
Japan, and he forwards an incomplete list and sample 
copies of important newspapers and magazines pub- 
lished in that section, together with addresses and ad- 
vertising rates. These will be loaned to inquirers by 
the Bureau of Manufactures, Washington, D.C. Mr. 
Babbitt suggests that the best method of placing ad- 
vertisements, as to both choice of publications and 
rates, is through a good advertising agent. Many for- 
eign manufacturers take advantage of the opportunity 
to advertise in the Japanese language in vernacular 
publications devoted to their lines and reaching the 
people likely to be interested.

Orders flowed into the iron and steel manufacturing 
concerns with more rapidity than in any previous 
period this year, and the tendency of prices was dis-

time of year is approaching when the iro: and steel 
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business is normally dull, at least in a comparative 
sense, and it should surprise no one if, during the next 
few months, activity in this line should be lessened, 
but there is still the best of reasons for believing that 
the iron and steel business during the summer months 
will be much better than it was a year ago. 

Money rates remained practically unchanged during 
the week, and, although sterling exchange continually 
hovered around the gold export point, but a small 
amount of gold was sent out of the country. That 
manufacturers are making preparations for an en- 
largement of their operations is disclosed plainly 
enough in the increasing volume of the country’s im- 
ports. Immense purchases of raw materials in for- 
eign countries early in the year for manufacturers’ use 
have already attracted wide attention. 

During the week the government's monthly state- 
ment of the country’s exports and imports showed that 
in April imports had again increased in the large sum 
of $34,700,000 over those of April, 1908, The foreign 
exchanges are still working unfavorably to this coun- 
try, and further outward shipments of gold were con- 
ducted during the past week, while the rates for ster- 
ling remain obstinately high. It goes without saying 


that the ease in the money market and the slow work 


of tariff revision contribute to this last-named state of 
affairs.. With the bank reseryes at their present re- 
duced levels the future of the money market, particu- 
larly during the autumn months, presents some points 
of interest; however, particularly if the expected gen- 
eral recovery in trade assumes substantial proportions 
upon the conclusion of the tariff revision. Besides, py 
that time there will arrive the usual demands from the 
interior for currency for the purpose of moving the 
crops, although, it is true, on the other hand, that the 
Western and Southern banks are better fortified with 
respect to reserves this year than those in New York. 
It is a question, also, as to whether the appearance of 
materially higher rates for money would not result in 
another. reversal of. form in the foreign exchanges. At 
any rate, if the rates posted for loans for long-time 
‘periods have any significance, and it must be admitted 
that frequently they have proved misleading, there 
seems to be small prospect for any actual money mar- 
ket stringency during the remainder of the year. 

The investment situation retains the strong and 
healthful tone which has prevailed in that important 
quarter for a long time. Seemingly the possibility of 
a closer money market has exerted little or no influ- 
ence in that direction. Bankers experience little dif- 
ficulty in disposing of new offerings of merit, and it is 
hardly necessary to repeat that this phase of the gen- 
eral situation is one of the most encotrraging that can 
be named in taking a long-range view of the probable 
course, not only of the market for securities, but of 
the development of the country’s industries. 

Attention has, of course, been attracted in Wall 
Street by the increases being shown in monthly and 
weekly reports of the earnings of the railway com- 
panies. It may be questioned, however, whether an 
even stronger impression has not been made upon the 
minds of financiers and investors by the various and 
unmistakable proofs adduced of the strong condition 
and prosperous outlook for so many industrial com- 
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panies. The general truth on this subject is that many 
of the older industrial organizations ofthe country, 
those that have been conducted for a number of years 
and haye attested in this time that they are going, 
paying and well-managed concerns, have arrived at a 
point where their net earning capacity year in and 
year out stands at an irreducible minimum that justi- 
fies a larger degree of investment confidence in them 
than has ever before been given. The earnings of not 
a few of these companies are greater now, and have 
been in the last two months far greater than is com- 
monly understood in Wall Street or throughout the 
country, 

If there was any special news last week it was that 
pertaining to the increasing orders for iron and steel 
materials, and the entrance at last into this field of 
purchase of the railway companies. The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and New York Central com- 
panies have already placed large rail orders, and in 
all probability the Baltimore and Ohio and Harriman 
lines wiil soon make similar contracts. The president 
of the New York Central stated last week that the car 
loading over his lines was greater in the month of 
April than it was in a similar month in any year, with 
the single exception of 1907, and that thus far in May 
the loadings have been greater than in May, 1907. 
The last fortnightly report of the amount of idle 
freight cats over the country placed the quantity there- 
of at the lowest number of the year.

There 
is no doubt, however, as to the aspect of the strike as 
it interests other nations ; that is the exemplification of 
the government cperation of public services and in- 
dustries. 

It used to be one of the stock arguments of the 
advocates of public ownership that it would abolish 
strikes. As an argument this was pure dogma, and it 
is now shown to be false dogma. It is not only exem- 
plified that government employes can strike but that 
they can strike for avowedly revolutionary purposes, 
and upon demands intended to overturn the effective- 
ness of the government itself. 

If the employes of a government can defy its 
authority, who will respect it? Between a privat 
employer and his employes it is right that they shoul 
stand on equal terms of contract. Between a govern 
ment and its employes the supremacy of the govern 
ment is essential to have any government at all. |!

John D, Rockefeller, in his latest article in one of 
the magazines, declares it is difficult to get rich, and 
illustrates his argument with his own early experi- 
ences. The author says he came of a family of mod- 
est means, in which there was a close family life. 
which he counts 4 blessing. His first business deal 
consisted in selling turkeys, which his mother gave 
him for “minding them.” One incident which the 
author seems to relish occurred when he and his 
brother William ran away to go skating. They dis- 
covered a man drowning and rescued him, but ex- 
planations availed nothing at home, and they were 
“switched” for their adventure. High school and 
bookkeeping in a. commercial college in Cleveland 
completed Mr. Rockefeller’s school experience. Then 
for three weeks he walked thé streets, asking mer 
chants if they “didn’t want a oy.” His first employ- 
ment was with the firm of Hewitt & Tuttle of Cleve- 
land. He did not ask what wages he was to receive, 
and after three months he was paid $50. The salary 
next year was $25 a month. The third year it was 
$700. He wanted $800, and when this was refused he 
resigned to go into business for himself. With M. B. 
Clark he formed a partnership, his investment being 
$1,000, which he borrowed from his father. The busi- 
ness was loading and unloading carload produce. Mr. 
Clark at the time of his death was the principal owner 
of the Cleveland Co-operative Stove Co. Of his qual- 
ity to win the friendship of men Mr. Rockefeller writes 
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proudly, and dwells in a like vein on his first church 
work, when he was 18. The pastor announced that 
unless $2,000 was raised the church must close. Rocke- 
feller stood at the church door after services, button- 
holed well-to-do men in the congregation, raised the 
$2,000, and saved the church. Money in bulk was not 
always at the command of Mr. Rockefeller, according 
to his narrative. He was often compelled to borrow 
from his father, who would then suddenly demand it, 
doing so, Mr. Rockefeller writes, to test the credit of 
the son. One time the firm’s largest consignor wanted 
to borrow money on current shipments which had not 
arrived. “I knew,” he writes, “that this was wrong 
and refused the request.” This installment of the 
career of the world’s richest man concludes with 
divers similar incidents, used to illustrate “the difficult 
art of getting,” the title of his article. 


Wonderful to tell! The ladies, who can scarcely 
get into an upper berth in a sleeping car with a ladder 
and a porter to aid, fairly sailed into it in court re- 
cently during a Pullman case hearing. Mrs. McNulty 
was the first witness against the institution. She 
estimated the value of an upper berth at half that of 
a lower. She said it was worse ventilated, harder to 
get in and out of, and less convenient to dress in. She 
had ridden in it when forced to do so and knew 
whereof she spoke. I take it that Mrs. McNulty ex- 
pressed the prevailing opinion not only .of her own 
but of the sterner sex. All efforts to popularize the 
upper berth have failed. It is regarded as the crown- 
ing misfortune of a journey. The reasons given 
by Mrs. McNulty do not entirely explain the general 
antagonism. There must be others. Among these 
I am inclined to place the fact that the upper berth 
unfortunately resembles a shelf. Now, average men 
and women hate to think of themselves as laid on the 
shelf. They feel their merits are above such treat- 
ment. It piques their pride. Another reason is the 
suggestion of inequality. If all the berths were 
upper berths people would probably be very well satis- 
fied with them. We should hear little of these incon- 
veniences which now cause such complaint. But 
human nature is human nature, and when a man 
finds himself compelled to do some little thing that 
someone else who is paying the same price doesn’t 
have to do, a deep sense of wrong wells up in his 
soul and the justice of men seems vain. There is, 
however, one redeeming fact in connection with this 
inequality; it is not based on an invidious personai 
distinction. It arises simply because the other man 
happened to buy his ticket sooner. So far as my ex- 
perience goes, the porter regards the upper berth man 
as the equal of the lower berth one—the tips being 
equal. That should be a partial consolation.

The Safety Refuse Burner Co. of Chicago has been 
incorporated with a capital stock of $5,000 by M. A. 
Mueller, August Heineman and J. J. Elias. 

The Thos. White Stove Co., at Quincy, Ill, are 
exceedingly busy; their old and popular lines of stoves 
are meeting with favor and they have just completed 
four new lines of cast ranges of modern construction 
with drop oven doors.

Henry Wilson, the veteran representative of the 
Thos. White Stove Co., of Quincy, Ill., has just re- 
turned from a trip to British Columbia and the Pacific 
Coast, and will soon start to make his regular calls on 
the stove trade in Kansas and Oklahoma.

Fire, which as previously reported in THE

foundry and machine shop in the Oregon State Prison,

000. The foundry was the largest in the Pacific North- 
west. The State of Oregon owned the building and 
had invested many thousands of dollars in machinery. 
Part of the loss falls on the Northwestern Stove Foun- 
dry Co. of Portland. The industry employed 225 con- 
victs and some 25 free men. 
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URGES A HIGHER DUTY ON AMERICAN 
STOVES ENTERING CANADA. 








As going to show to what extent the Canadian 
stove trade is affected by American competition, some 
facts and figures were recently cited by Representa- 
tive T. J. Stewart of Hamilton, Ontario, in the lower 
branch of the Canadian Legislature at Ottawa. Mr. 
Stewart stated that the stove plants at Hamilton had 
been in operation for only fourteen months during the 
past twenty-four. In making a plea for better pro- 
tection of the Canadian stove industry, necessitated by 
competition from the United States, the speaker as- 
serted that stoves are being retailed in Canada at 
prices which Canadian manufacturers could not afford 
to meet. In the course of his remarks Mr. Stewart 
stated that at least 400 cars of stoves were shipped 
into Canada from the United States during the latter 
part of last year. In order to change this state of 
affairs, Mr. Stewart suggested raising the duty on 
American stoves entering Canada 10 per cent ad 
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valorem, The effect of American competition on t! 
Canadian stove trade, the speaker stated, has bee - 
especially noticeable since the financial depression

A CHRISTMAS DISPLAY OF MORE THAN 
USUAL ATTRACTIVENESS, 








The judges in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S recent 
Hardware Window Display Competition spoke in very 
favorable terms of the display submitted by L. A, 
Paddock with the Paddock Hardware Co., 427 E. 47th 
St., Chicago, and which is here reproduced. Mr. Pad- 
dock entered his exhibit under the name of “Mc- 
Ginty.” His description of the window follows: 

“The window was 9% feet high by 10% feet long. 
The window front was inclosed on the inside by a 
glass partition, providing a floor space 5 x 10% feet, 
with a flat-iron shaped end extending to the left about 
4 feet. This end the picture does not show. For this 
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and covered'them entirely with mantles ‘and lights, in 


the manner shown. In completing the display of i! 
luminating goods I placed in the recess in the fire 
place a portable lamp, with a. red shade to be lighte 
up with electric bulbs. ‘On the fire-place and abo: 
the chimney I placed the inverted and other lights. 
Close up in front of the chimney there was a boar 
raised from the floor about 6 inches on which wa 
placed a foot rail made of brass curtain rod support- 
ed-at the corners and ends with gas mantles, On 
either side of this rail shaving mugs were shown. | 
took a stove board, turned it upside down, covered it 
with white cloth, tacked on five pieces of V-shaped 
velvet and had a Christmas star 36 inches in diameter. 
This was placed directly in front of the mantle, cover- 
ing the space from the foot rail to the plate glass win- 
dow. Circling the star on the white margin, safety 
razors and their boxes were placed, forming a com-

Christmas display the inside glass partition was ceiled 
up with %4-inch lumber and covered with red flannel 
cloth, making a complete and attractive background 
for the work in hand. The floor and the platform. 
elevations were covered with white cheese cloth. The 
heavy plate glass frame or sash was trimmed up the 
sides and across the top with holly leaves and holly 
branches, laden with red berries, harmonizing well 
with the red background and converting the bare oak 
sash into a sort of rustic or vine-covered frame appro- 
priate for a Christmas display. 

“The goods displayed were, in the main, such as 
make practical holiday presents: Silverware, cutlery, 
carvers, sweepers, sleds, light and bathroom fixtures. 
In making the display, I had in mind the production of 
a picture, as well as producing an attractive exhibit of 
Christmas goods. I first built a centerpiece, then 
platforms or floor elevations with receding fronts and 
ends, so that every article could bé prominently dis- 
played and seen equally well fromthe street, at any 
angle or viewpoint. For a conspicuous display of 
lamps I made the centerpiece (in the background) 
represent an old-fashioned fire-place with chimney,

plete circle, except a small space at the lower edge 
occupied by high-grade razors of the ordinary style. 
The star was covered .with plain and fancy scissors. 
The velvet portion was covered with high-grade buck 
and pearl-handled pocket knives. On the slanting 
pieces on each side, kitchen, bread and butcher knives 
were placed. On the floor at the right of the star 
were silver knives, forks and spoons. On the incline 
were nut picks, nut crackers, sugar spoons and a 
“Knight’s Templar” sword and shield, crossing a sil- 
ver tea tray. On the elevation were silver tea sets, 
butter dishes, ladles, chafing dishes, tea and coffee 
pots, crumb trays, etc. At the left of the star were 
carvers. This constituted the exhibit of silverware 
and cutlery, especially suitable for holiday giving. 
“At the right; on the side wall and back of the 
silver, bath-room fixtures and necessities were shown. 
On the wall space at the right was a very handsome 
medicine case with shaving mug, bottles and powders. 
Bélow the mirror stood a porcelain lavatory on which 
a “Teddy” bear or two attracted the children. At the 
left of the lavatory were chamois skins, glass and 
nickeled towel bars, bath sprays, brushes and smaller 
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ixtures, and below, standing on the floor, was a 
juare-shaped silver tea server. Above the fixture 
display were carpet sweepers, a hand sled, a bird 
cage, some small brass lanterns and some aluminum 
lemonade shakers. On the shelf above were bread 
and cash boxes. Back of the bird cage were some 
fancy door mats. Suspended from the ceiling were 
feather and wool dusters, of many sizes and grades. 
Only the larger show. 

“At the left of the fire-place above the shelf were 
hand saws, steel squares and spirit levels. Further 
on to the left, running back into the flat iron end, 
were placed a number of hand sleds and savory roast- 
ers not shown in the picture. Below this shelf hung 
long strings of hockey ice skates, reaching down to 
the elevation under the large bulldog guarding the 
exhibit. This English bull is seen emerging from his 
room through a portiere made of nickeled dog chains, 
dog whips, etc., to have his picture taken. He has 
rare tastes. His little wedge-shaped room ‘is cosily 
fitted with rugs, harness and collars in almost every 
style and size, dog whips, dog leads and blankets. He 
was very much at home there and seemed proud of 
the marked attention shown him. 

“On the reclining side of the platform, on which the 
dog stood, extending back to the point of the flat-iron 
end in the dog room, machinists’ and carpenters’ tools 
were arranged. These do not show in the picture. On 
each side of the fire-place portable gas lamps with 
colored shades were shown, to balance the display and 
to help distribute the soft red and yellow light to be 
reflected on and over the goods below. 

“In the final touching up, many articles shown in 
the picture, not originally intended to be used, were 
dropped in here and there to even up or to fill a space, 
that the display might present a symmetrical appear- 
ance. 


“The window had a row of electric lamps behind the. 


long trough-shaped reflector, shown in the picture, 
near the ceiling. These, ordinarily, lighted the win- 
dow sufficiently, but a portable lamp was placed in the 
fire-place to light up its recess and to throw a reflected 
light out and over the star display. To more evenly 
distribute the light, as previously stated, portables 
were placed on each side of the fire-place as shown. 
These portables had either red or yellow shades, and 
were lighted with strong candlepower electric bulbs, 
throwing a bright light down and over the star and 
silver on the right and over the carvers and steel goods 
on the Jeft. The long reflector at the ceiling was 
turned to throw light on the goods on the red back- 
ground and down on the red and yellow shades below. 
This arrangement produced a flood of blended red, 
white and yellow light altogether pleasing. The even- 
ing effect was remarkable. The bright tinted light 
danced and sparkled on polished steel and glistening 
silver, amounting to an illumination almost of gor- 
geous splendor. 

“Crowds gathered night after night and: day after 
day to examine the display and to obtain a souvenir, 
or, as custom has dictated at Christmas time, to pur- 
chase: little presents for their friends. The display 
was a great success from every point of view.”

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

There was a decided improvement in the market 
for hardware during the past week. The recent radi- 
cal reduction in wire prices stimulated an unusual 
amount of business and placed the trade in a much 
stronger position. This improvement became so pro- 
nounced, however, that the tendency of prices seemed 
upward and accordingly, wire prices have been ad- 
vanced from $2 to $3 per ton, thus placing some wire 
products almost back on the basis from which they 
were lowered a short time ago. In other lines of the 
trade the improvement was not so noticeable, being 
gradual but none the less impressive. Sales were fairly 
large during the week, but most satisfaction was ob- 
tained from the inquiry that came into the market 
This was of a better character than for some weeks 
past and a disposition on the part of large consumers 
to purchase was evident. Among the smaller interests 
more confidence in the situation was shown and ac- 
cordingly they were more liberal in placing orders not 
only for immediate needs but in some cases, at least, 
for more distant requirements. The tariff is restrict- 
ing business somewhat but it is becoming less of a 
factor. Aside from the improvement that would fol- 
low from general trade expansion, the market is being 
stimulated by a seasonable demand for certain lines of 
goods. Trade in wire nails is more active and some 
large orders have been placed. Cut nails remain quiet. 
Barb wire is active and the demand is more general. 

As will be observed the prices of wire nails have 
been advanced about 10 cents per keg. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price ofcut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $1.98, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 





TIN PLATE. 


Domestic consumers are buying tin plate freely and 
the mills report greater activity than for some time 
past. The canning interests are ordering in large 
quantities in anticipation of heavy fruit and vegetable 
crops. The leading interest has most of its serviceable 
mills in operation and the independents are working 
about 85 per cent of capacity. For 100-lb. I. C. coke 
plates, the price is $3.45 Pittsburg, subject to a rebate 
of 5 cents per box on large orders.

Production of sheets has increased and the outlook 
is favorable. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. 
has just started the Guernsey plant at Cambridge, 
Ohio, containing 11 sheet mills, and giving the com- 
pany 123 mill, in operation. Independent sheet ca- 
pacity is being increased. The National Sheet Steel 
Co. at Mansfield, Ohio, has put its new three-mil!

COPPER. 

There is a quiet but steady market for ingot copper. 
While prices cannot be said to have been advanced 
materially during the past week, the market is now in 
a firm position. The recent large sales, estimated to 
have reached 150,000,000 pounds thus far this month, 
have placed the producers in a good position, while the 
fact that consumers have supplied their needs for the 
time being seems to insure a quiet market for the 
remainder of the month. 

The current quotation on Lake copper is 13%4@ 
13%c., with electrolytic held at 13%@13%c., and 
casting brands at 12.85@13c. The London market 
showed considerable stability during the past week. 

The European stocks of standard copper are now 
51,440 tons, or a little over 115,000,000 Ibs. The 
stocks of American copper have been increased about 
160,000,000 Ibs. since the first of the year, the total 
stocks of copper in the hands of producers, consumers 
and dealers at home and abroad being now about 
400,000,000 Ibs., without taking into account the sur- 
plus copper carried by the consumers and dealers on 
the continent of Europe. This fact in connection with 
the large monthly production, is startling, until the 
present increase in the domestic consumption is also 
taken into account. 

There has been no change in sheet copper, the ba:¢ 
price being 18c. Yellow metal is unchanged at 17¢ 
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‘or dimensions, 15§¢ for sheathing and sheathing 
nails, 16¢ for slating nails and 17c¢ for keel and stem 
metal. 

All sizes of copper wire are steady at the new base 
price of 14%. 

Prices on seamless brass pipe are steady on the new 
basis, at 18c lb. for %4 to 3-inch inclusive.

PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market continues to show improve- 
ment, with a quiet but steady increase in the volume 
of iron that is going into consumption. The large 
sales of basic iron made recently by the Pennsyl- 
vania furnaces have served to remove the surplus iron 
that had previously been considered something of a 
menace to the market, and furnish justification for an 
advance in prices of 25@soc per ton. Such an ad- 
vance has already been established by some of the 
northern furnaces, and they are getting their full 
asking rates, : 

The northern furnaces are quoting $17.50/@18 ton 
for iron for New England delivery, and a fair amount 
of business is being done. The bulk of ‘the recent 
sales have been for delivery ‘in the last half of the 
year, this being true of Virginia and Alabama irons 
as well as of Pénnsylvania and New York brands. At 
the same time, there is a fair demand for spot or early 
delivery, and there is a decidedly firmer tone to the 
market for such lots. 

Some of the Virginia furnaces that have been out 
of the market for some time through their unwilling- 
ness to accept the going price on pig iron have now 
come into the market again and are soliciting business. 
While it cannot be said that they are cutting prices, 
and as a matter of fact they are asking as much as 
their competitors, it is true that they are asking less 
than they have previously been holding their iron for. 
As noted last week, the going price for Virginia iron 
is $14@14.50 ton, Roanoke, and considerable business 
is being done on that basis. 

No new features have been developed in Alabama 
iron, most of the furnaces holding their product at 
$12 f. o. b. Birmingham. Possibly a limited tonnage 
could be placed slightly under this figure, but there 
would have to be something attractive to the furnaces 
to induce them to consider seriously any lower bids. 
The furnaces North and South have now disposed of 
the most of their surplus iron, and the market is con- 
sidered to be in a very sound and healthy condition. 
Predictions of lower prices are no longer heard, but 
there seems to be a very hopeful feeling throughout 
the trade, with a steady improvement in consumption 
probable.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 
“The number of actual transactions was somewhat slight- 
er than last week, but the whole tone of things is better, the 
market is strong and buying is of a genuine nature. 

“The presence here this week of foundrymen from all 
parts of the country attending the American Foundrymen’s 
Convention, tends to make things a little quieter in reports 
from various districts as to sales, but the impression seems 
to be general that the melt is increasing among the jobbing 
foundries. 

“It has recently been assured that shops which take care 
of railroad business are about to enter on a better era. 

’ “Reports of car business placed and recent buying by car 
companies of pig iron go to show that this branch which has 
been flat for some time is on the up-grade. It would appear 
that this same rule will hold with the malleable companies of 
whom the railroads are the main patrons. 

“Price advances in finished steel and wire products are 
reported to have apparently made no difference in the buying 
demand, which is a favorable omen. 

“The demand lately made on some furnaces by buyers 
places them now in that enviable position of full order books 
and no desire to even consider business for extended deliv- 
ery. They judged recent sales to have been of a sincere 
nature and were prone to help matters provided they could 
see their way clear to operate and furnish iron on these con- 
tracts at a slight profit over their actual cost. This attitude 
was largely responsible for the wide range in prices which 
was in evidence the last few weeks. 

“Those large consumers who have been in the market re- 
cently have for the most part covered for extended deliver- 
ies, but spot buying is of so general a character that the total 
foots up well. 

“The coke market has remained easy with excellent sales 
of foundry and furnace grades. During last week the produc- 
tion in the Connellsville district was in advance of the week 
before, and, while only a small percentage, it shows the in- 
creased demand made upon it by the better condition of the 
iron market.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 


“There are upwards of fifteen hundred foundrymen in 
Cincinnati this week attending the National Convention and 
it has been interesting and instructive to average their busi- 
nes§ views and opinions. Their prevailing sentiment is that 
of hope. We have talked over the situation with scores of 
them. To a man they say that business with them is better. 
In the past four months there has been a gradual improve- 
ment, and while there is not yet much about which to brag, 
still the situation in many lines is good and we have not yet 
found a real out-and-out pessimist. All regard the future as 
promising. That the crops will play a great part in the busi- 
ness of the year is admitted by all and apparently, as far as 
the foundrymen can know about such things, the crops are 
looking well and the season though backward has been and 
is unusually favorable. 

“There has been during the week considerable buying and 
there is a constant inquiry for long forward delivery. As a 
rule the furnaces are not inclined to sell freely at the present 
time. Most of them have order-books filled up on the re- 
cent buying movement and of course these orders are all at 
bottom prices. So the furnaces are holding back as much as 
they can, hoping with the general betterment and increasing 
melt that a little later prices will be more attractive than they 
are today. Of course there is no denying the fact that to- 
day’s prices are not profitable and the large sales that have 
been made have been with the idea of starting things off and 
getting the volume of business back to normal. In fact the 
business revival so far is just about like the crops—things are 
pretty well planted, the ground is all right and nature should 
do most of the rest.”
